FOLK ACTED PROMPTLY. 

When word was received at St. Louis 
|that Charles Kratz has been apprehended 
,at Guadalajara, Mexico; and that he would 
be held cight days, Mr. Folk appreciated 
the difficulties they would encounter in 
bringing him back to this country to stand 
trial. Mr. Folk knew that Kratz was well 
supplied with funds in Mexico, and that 
in St. Louls any sum would be subscribed 
by those who feared the disclosures that 
would be made should the former council- 
man be brought back for trial. 

Circuit Attorney Folk and Chief Klely ar- 
ranged first of all that Chief of Detectives 
William Desmond and Detective Thomas B. 
McGrath should be sent at once to Guad- 
alajara. Desmond was for many hours in 
consultation with Mr. Folk, and he was 
given explicit instructions as to his duties. 
He was told to exhaust all legal measures 
to secure the return of Kratz, but Mr. Folk 
strictly enjoined him to not exceed his lega!] 
authority. 

Then began the game of diplomacy. Cir- 
cuit Attorney Folk indited telegrams to 
Senator Cockrell and to Congressmen Joy 
and Barthold. He requested them to in- 
voke the offlces of the state deparynent 
in securing the return of Kratz. The Mis- 
sourl Senator and Congressmen appealed to 


Secretary Hay for Kratz’s extraditior 
Mr. Hay’s answer was unfavorable. He 


said that the crime of bribery was not in- 
cluded in the extradition treaty with Mex- 
ico, and that this government could not 
ask the Mexican government to turn over 
a fugitive so charged. The secretary of 
state declared the Kratz incident closed. 


STATE INFLUENCE EMPLOYED. 

Folk did not waver in his fight for poses- 
sion of Kratz. The St. Louis circuit attor- 
ney called up Gov. Dockery asking him to 
address Secretary Hay and submit prece- 
dents and request that the case be re- 
opened. Diplomatic usages required the gov- 
ernor to make this communication to the 
national government. 

Gov. Dockery wired back to Mr. Folk 
that he would authorize him to make any 
communications whatsoever and sign the 
governor's official signature. The gover- 
nor toid Mr. Folk that he was not familiar 
with the details of the case and he would 
prefer the circuit attorney to act for him. 

Immediately Mr. Folk addressed a 
lengthy telegram to Secretary Hay, through 
Senator Cockrell. This “elegram cited prec- 
edents from Moore, among which was the 
Angell case, as was quoted exclusively in 
the Post-Dispatch. 

Secretary Hay wired back adnriiting the 
precedent, but quoted the Mexican law, 
holding that the Mexican government had a 
law to the effect that no demand for a fu- 
gitive would be considered unless a promise 
of reciprocity were made. Mr. Folk saw 
his advantage when the secretary aban- 
doned his first position. and began the in- 
terpretation of Mexican laws. He acted 
upon it at once. 

Again did Mr. Folk wire under the signa- 
ture of Gov. Dockery and by his authority. 
This time the message was to the governor 
of the State of Jalisco, Mexico. The Mexi- 
can governor was asked if he would deliver 
over Kratz to the American officers. 

The reply came in due time. The message 
was written in Spanish, and the toll on it 
was $0. The charges were paid by the 
sender, showing a courtesy seldom exhib- 
ited. The message was translated by Mr. 
Beffa of the Spanish-American Club.

“The whole action is based on the de- 
cision of the meeting held at the Southern 
Hotel last night. It will result in the wip- 


ing out of the cut-rate business. That has 
been conducted at a loss from its inception, 
and the owners are willing to accept a high- 
er scale. Higher figures mean the grade of 
work advanced proportionately. or ten 
cents the shirts will be returned ina vast- 
Ra superior condition to what it was under 
the old price. .It is incumbent upon the 
laundries to maitain this standard of 
work, and it will be done. 

‘The new figures are made necessary be- 
cause of the advanced prices of material.

The battle for the control of the Wiggins Ferry Co. involves 
ethical and legal que&tions of great interest and importance to 
business men, especially to dealers in stocks. 

The Mercantile Trust Co., as the agent of the Rock Island 
Raliiroad, claims to have a majority of ‘the stock secured by the 
signature of the owners. In stock transactions, as a rule, the 
word of mouth is considered binding, without a signed contract, 
and stock worth millions passes from hand to hand on the floors 
of stock exchanges in transactions secured by a signal or a word. 
It is a point of business honor to keep ugreements to sell stock. 

Of course, the binding character of these alleged signed con- 
tracis, from a legal standpoint, will have to be determined by 
the courts in view of the form and conditions of the agreement. 

But the one point of special and profound interest to the people 
of St. Louis is the determination of the Rock Island road to 
come into St. Louis, with the addition of its vast system to the 
raiiroad facilities of St. Louis. 

The coming in of the Rock Island as an independent system 
with terminals means an enormous and most beneficial gain to 
the railroad territory and facilities of the city. It means also 
that the increased importance of St. Louis as a trade and rail- 
road center is recognized by the managers of railways. They 
realize that St. Louis must be reckoned with and that it is neces- 
gary to nave a connection with St, Louls, St. Louis is coming 
wto her own.

GREATEST HORSE MARKET. 


The reports of horse sales at the National Stock Yards, East 
St. Louis, in Thursday's Post-Dispatch, seem to prove that all 
the world is now looking to this market for a large part of its 
horseflesh. Inside of ten hours 750 head of horses were sold, 
bringing a total of $60,000, or an average of $80 apiece, to their 
ownel 8. 

These horses are to go to Germany, Austria, Russia, England 
and South Africa. Some of them trought as high as $1000 apiece. 
Befor2 the end of the week the sales will probably oxceed $100,000. 

Although East St. Louis now has the stock yard, much of this 
stock was Missouri product, or was gathered in Missouri yards. 
To Furopeans, East St. Louis and St. Louis are practically the 
game, and there can be little doubt that the improvement of 
western stock, combined with the advertising of St. Louis through 
the coming World's Fair, is the cause of the gratifying increase 
in the horse and mule business in this center.
